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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-8, in the reply filed on Jan. 27, 
2005, is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 9- 1 8 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected group, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election 
was made without traverse in the reply filed on Jan. 27, 2005. 

3. It is suggested that in the response to this Office Action, applicant should cancel claims 
9-18. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-5, and 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Manley 
(6,235,557). 

Manley discloses, as to claim 1, an intermediate structure of a post-probe tested 
semiconductor device comprising at least one opened fuse structure 420 (fig. 2H) ; and a metal 
feature 440 (col. 6, lines 33-35 and fig. 2H) plated on a first metal structure of the intermediate 
structure, the metal feature 440 formed after probe testing, wherein the at least one opened fuse 
structure is not reformed by a metal of-said the metal feature (fig. 2H). Note that the preamble 
directs to a product claim, thereby any process step to make the product is the product. ' 
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As to claim 2, the metal feature 440 (fig. 2H) comprises an electrolessly plated metal 
feature (col. 5, lines 50-55). 

As to claim 3, the metal feature 440 (fig. 2H) is a metal layer, an interconnect cap, a 
redistribution layer, or a bond pad (col. 6, lines 33-35). 

As to claim 4, the metal feature is the metal layer (col. 6, lines 33-35). 

As to claim 5, the metal feature 440 (fig. 2H) comprises copper (col. 2, line 32). 

As to claim 7, the first metal structure 440/430 (fig. 2H) comprises at least one bond pad 
(col. 6,lines 33-35). 

As to claim 8, the intermediate structure is an intermediate structure of an SRAM or 
FLASH memory chip ( col. 7, lines 40-45). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 
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8. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Manley in view of 
Motulla (6,335,626). 

Manley discloses the invention substantially as claimed. However, Manley does not 
explicitly teach that the metal feature has nickel. 

Motulla discloses a SRAM having a substrate and a metal feature, pad, 15 (fig. 1) which 
has nickel material (col. 4, lines 62-66). 

Manley and Motulla are analogous art because they are in the same field of improving 
memory devices. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify the metal feature of Manley with nickel material, as taught by Motulla, so as 
to provide an alternative metal material to make the metal feature.
